August Muninger, a covlngton un- 


dertaker, was called as the first wit- 
ness. He did not answer, and an at- 
tachment for him was Issued by the 
court. The witnesses present were or- 
dered to retire and were admonished 
not to talk to anybody. 


Judge George Denny and W. G. Dun 


lap, of Lexington, who had been added 
to the list of attorneys for the defense 
took seats with their associate counsel. 


Eph Lillard, warden of the Frankfort 


penitentiary, 
was 
the first witness 


sworn. He testified that he was with 
Senator Goebel when the latter 
wafc 


shot. 
He walked ahead 
or 3enator 


Goebel and was just entering the state- 
house when the shot was fired. He 
turned back from the state house steps 
and saw what had happened. He look- 
ed toward the executive building and 
saw that the second window of the cor 
ner room was slightly raised. This was 
the office 
of the Secretary of State 


He thought the shot had been fired 
from this room. 
There were several 


other shots, but he said they did not 
come from the same place. 
The first 


shot was evidently from a rifle, while 
the others seemed to be from pistols 


Cross-examined 
by 
ex-Governor 


Brown, Colonel Lillard said he saw no- 
body m the room from which the shots 
seemed to have been fired and he did 
not see anyone in the main door or 
on the steps of the building at the time 
of the shooting. 


There was a long wrangle between 


the attorneys over the question wheth- 
er witnesses who had been examined 
might remain in the court room. The 
attorneys for defense objected to allow- 
ing witnesses to remain because many 
of them would be witnesses In the trials 
of Davis and Culton later, in which 
practically the same Issues were involv- 
ed. Judge Moore, however, ruled that 
witnesses who had testified might're- 
main. 
Policeman Wingate Thompson 
was 


the next witness introduced. He was

Detective Dee Armstrong, of Louis- 


ville, said that after the military au- 
thorities allowed the detectives to en- 
ter the Executive building several days 
after the shooting, he visited the va- 
rious State officers for the purpose of 
securing the names of 
persons who 


were i» the building at the time of the 
shooting. He said that Secretary Pow- 
ers refused to tell him who were in

Report or Agent Baylor to Washing 


ton— Some Interesting Facto. 


C. E. Saylor, the special agent of the 


United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, has sent in a report to the Gov- 
ernment at Washington, of observa- 
tions made by him on the sugar Indus- 
try of Hawaii during his recent visit 
in Honolulu. Mr. Saylor says: 


In pursuance of my plan of investi- 


gating the agricultural resources of 
the Hawaiian Islands, I recently made 
a trip there and you may be interested 
in a short note touching some of the 
facts relative to the sugar Industry. I 
was somewhat prevented from making 
a personal inspection of a large num- 
ber of the plantations themselves on 
account of the prevalence of the bu- 
bonic plague at Honolulu. This iso- 
lated Honolulu from the rest of 
the 


islands by quarantine, so I was com- 
pelled to make most of my stay In Ho- 
nolulu, this being the headquarters of 
everything that has anything to do 
with the Hawaiian Islands. Of course 
it is the main field for gathering fig 
ures and facts concerning sugar. Al 
the plantations 
have 
headquarters 


here and all business in the Islands is 
directed from here. 


The plague itself is quite a factor 


affecting the condition of the sugar in 
dustry on account of the likelihood o: 
plague breaking out any time on the 
plantations among the Chinese or 
Japs, which would prevent exporting 
the sugar or the further probability o. 
ports of the United States quarantining 
against the sugar from certain sections 
of the islands, or In fact all sections 
if this trouble should keep up or 
spread! There has been quite a -mate- 
rial slump in prices of sugar stock In 
places where -sugar must necessarily 
sympathize with this panicky sltuatiou 
I notice, however, that the -latest news 
says Honolulu has enjoyed a period of 
ten days without any new -cases, at the 


time it mentions the fact that ii 


has. spread to another island, at which 
place they have had six deaths. 


Th.e custom of rating the production 


on the islands is. not based on amount 
of cane produced to the acre, but on 
the amount of sugar produced to the 
acre. Some of these plantations can 
give you some wonderful records In 
this respect. I presume there is noth- 
ing like it in any other place In the 
world. Take the large sugar planta- 
tion near Honolulu, about 6,000 acres. 
This plantation produced an average 
of 10 1-10 tons of sugar per acre last 
year. They had smaller strips of 
ground that went as high as fourtee-c 
;ons of sugar i>er acre, but the above 


the average. Quite a number of plan- 


tations or sugar plants do nearly as 
well, but not all of the present acreage 
on the island produce sugar as succes- 
fully as that. Il seems to be the uni- 
versal opinion among those best post- 
id that the islands will be able to pro- 
duce, when all her resources have been 
called into action, about 500,000 tone 
of sugar, but about half of this cannot 
be produced any cheaper than that in 
the United States on account of addi- 
ional cost of pumping water for irrlga- 
i>ng lands on higher altitudes, 
The islands have not worked up any 


definite data as to the actual cost of 
lumping water for the various alti- 
udes, but 1 was permitted to see some 
Igures along that line, which are be- 
ng prepared for that very purpose, and 
.hese point very strongly to the 
fact 


hat the ability of the island to pro- 
duce sugar as cheaply as that now ex- 
ported 
will be something below the 


figure of 250,000 tons. 
They produce 


about three crops in four years. In 
ome instances they are able to pro- 
duce one rattoon crop, while in others 
he rule is for a single crop. We are 
not able to give Just at this time the 
elative proportion. The best authority

About the Bridges. 


The narrow width of the bridges that 


are being constructed by tne Govern- 
ment In and near Hllo is a cause for 
much complaint. Hilo is not a one- 
horse town to such an extent that It 
finds a one-horse bridge sufficient for 
its needs, and the new bridges may 
properly be considered one-horse af- 
fairs, since two teams can hardly pass 
each other on them. 
Hilo teamsters 


are both pious in disposition and Ches- 
terfleldlan in manner, but it can hardly 
be wondered at that they sometimes 
fall out over questions of precedence 
and right-of-way, using language that 
would shock a deaf man, when they 
get blocked up In large numbers as they 
frequently do at the Walakea and Wai- 
luku bridges. The worst of it is that 
the new bridges are no better. 


The pedestrian, also, has a kick. 


Strictly speaking, a pedestrian has'no 
rights which 
anybody is bound to 


respect. The man who walks instead 
of taking a hack puts himself outside 
the pale of human sympathy to a large 
extent. However, sometimes you can't 
get a hack. In any case if the man who 
walks attempts to cross on the above 
mentioned bridges he is a good candi- 
date for sausage meat. He would bet- 
ter swim. It has been suggested that 
the road board build unto the regular 
bridge structure sidewalks outside the 
railings, which would then separate 
tne teams from the pedestrians, and be 
a convenience for both, This Is quite 
generally done throughout the United 
States, and where tramc is at all heavy 
public safety demands it—Tribune.
